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World Communist Split? 


The United Nations World, an unoffi- 
cial publication dealing with international 
aftairs, says Marshal Tito is preparing t> 
launch a new world Communist movement 
to compete with the Russian-dominated 
Cominform. 

Tito. sometime ago called on Albania 
and Bulgaria to join Yugoslavia in its 
break with Moscow. The publication says 
these three countries would make a nu- 
cleus of a rival world Communist organi- 
zation. 

A Harvard professor, who recently 
spent four hours with Tito—at Tito’s re- 
quest—indicated Tito is actively . organ- 
izing such an anti-Cominform group. He 
said Tito specifically requested him to re- 
port “fully to the U. S. Government on 
whatever | saw or heard in Yugoslavia.” 

Tito needs a friend and he needs help 


That is why he is so anxious to find favor 
in this country. He is still a Communist 
and there is no call for us to misunder- 
stand his reasons for turning to the West 


But a further split in Communist ranks 
would be most welcome news in this and 
other countries of the West. That would 
wicen the chink in the Iron Curtain into a 
gaping rent. And once the break-up 
started it might well mark the end of Com- 
munism as a world force and a potential 


threat. 


Whether the Kremlin would see its em- 
pire disintegrate without a fight is, of 
course, unknown. There are no signs at 
present it intends to use arms against Tito 
But, in any case, a fight between two 
branches of Communism would serve only 
to weaken both, strengthening democracy 


It's Time They Got Together 


After the trouble of last year, it looks 
like the State and Federal game agencies 
could, and would, get together on open 
season for shooting doves in South Geor- 
gia. 

The State season in South Georgia runs 
from Dec. 16 to Jan. 15, while the Federal 
season is from Sept. 16 to Sept. 30 and 
from Jan. 1 to Jan. 15. There is no con- 
flict in North Georgia, the State accept- 
ing the Federal season. But State enforce- 
ment officials warn the State season will 
be strictly enforced in South Georgia and 
violators prosecuted. 


Eliminate the Leeches 


The less a Georgia county does for it- 
self the more help it gets from the State. 

That is the strange situation that now 
exists in regard to property taxes, a prob- 
lem which has had the concern of the Tax 
Revision Commission for the past several 
days. 

Some Georgia counties assess property 
for taxes at only about 30 percent of the 
value. Others assess property as high as 
70 percent. It doesn’t take any mathema- 
tician to figure that some counties are 
bearing less than one-half their share of 
the burden. And for the most part these 
are the same counties in which income tax 
returns are practically nonexistent and 
few automobiles are returned. 

Some counties, says Quimby Melton in 
the Griffin News, assess land as low as $2 
per acre, while in Spalding, of which Grif- 
fir. is the county seat, the assessment is 
about $20 an acre. That leaves Spalding 


The Federal Government, no doubt, 
wil] in turn just as vigorously enforce its 
owr seasons. 

That leaves the poor hunter between 
two fires. 

We agree with the Macon Telegraph 
that the facts in the case could be easily 
éstablished. Doves either are or they are 
not nesting or raising young in South 
Georgia in September. Upon that fact de- 
pends the time doves should be hunted. 
And we don’t think it should be too diffi- 
cult a question for the combined efforts 
of the State and Federal governments. 


County property owners paying 10 times 
as much to the State as property owners 
in counties where the assessment is $2. 
Still, citizens in other counties get the 
same State services as those in Spalding. 

But counties which dor’t bother to 
assess property at honest values are not 
penalized. Rather, they are rewarded by 
being given a greater share of State funds. 

Certainly then the State Tax Commit- 
tee is right when it suggests State funds 
should be withheld from counties which 
fail adequately to tax themselves. 

Even when the ad valorem tax is abol- 
ished as a State tax, leaving it entirely to 
the counties, this safeguard should be 
maintained. For counties that have lived 
leech-like for many years cannot be ex- 
pected to reform overnight. As long as 
they can draw funds from the State it will 
be politically profitable for the group in 
power to go easy on local taxation. 


They Got to the Core of the Trouble 


Citizens up in that “Big Red Apple” 
city, Cornelia, have been in a bad way. 
They lost the center of town. Or you 
might say they had the apple but had 
lost the core. 


What happened was that the iron peg 
marking the midspot in Cornelia became 
buried under several inches of dirt until 
no one knew where it was. 


That didn’t make much difference un- 


til a recent lawsuit charged that the city 
couldn’t legally extend its limits because 
the exact center of town was not known. 

So the Cornelia city fathers hired an 
engineer. The engineer got a mine detec- 
tor and the mine detector pointed to the 
lost peg. 

Cornelia has always been a progres- 
sive city. Now that the folks up there 
have got at the heart of things, they should 
really go places.

Too High a Price on Tradition 


WASHINGTON—The British appear to be placing too high a price on tradition in taking an 
adamant stand against any talk of devaluation of fhe pound in the negotiations soon to get under 


way here over the “dollar crisis” in the sterling bloc of nations. 


Out ef deference to their feelings our own Gov- 
ernment officials ge issued instructions that the 
subject is not to be brought up at the conference 
unless it is broached by the British themselves. 
Yet most of our officials are said to be convinced 
that anything less than sterling devaluation will 
fall short of a realistic approach to the British 
dollar problem. 

Traditionally the British pound has been 
one of the most stable currencies in the 
world. For a century or more it has set the 
standard by which other currencies were 
valued. The exchange of other countries may 
have depreciated and fluctuated in value, but 
the pound has held at a high level. 

For example, the French franc before the 
recent war sold at the rate of some 33 to the 
American dollar. Today the official rate is ten 
times that, which means that the dollar today will 
buy ten times as many francs as it would ten 
years ago. The same is generally true of the 
Italian lira and many other foreign currencies. 
The nations of the world have so depleted their 
gold reserves and their resources in the costly 
war we have been through that their currencies 
have lost their former value. 

Even in the United States, which still has the 
most stable currency of any major power, the 
dollar has depreciated about 50 percent in value, 
measured in the goods and services it will buy 
now as contrasted with prices that existed before 
the war. 

But while the other nations have made a 
realistic devaluation of their currencies, the Brit- 
ish have insisted on keeping the pound pegged at 
its old prewar rate of some $4.03. In other words 
an American dollar will buy no more in British 
currency than it did before the late war, although 
it will bring 10 times as much as it formerly did 
in French francs arid many of the other currencies. 

As evidence of the pound’s over-valuation at 
the $4.03 official rate, it is quoted on the Swiss 
free market at only $2.90. 

All of this is supposed to have an important 
bearing on the unfavorable balance of trade 
against the British which we carry on with the 
sterling bloc of nations and which is the basis 


of the present British dollar crisis. The British 
complain that they are unable to sell enough of 
their goods here to make up for the payments they 
remit in purchasing goods from us. In that way 
they have come upon a serious dollar shortage. 


In preliminary talks on the problem our own 
officials have pointed out that the main reason 
British goods have not sold more readily in the 
American market is that they are priced too high. 
Goods of comparable quality made in this country 
are available at better prices than the British 
imported product. 

As a solution to the situation our officials have 
suggested that two courses are open. Either the 
British will have to adjust their prices by reduc- 
ing production costs or devalue the pound, which 
would enable American dollars to buy a greater 
quantity of British goods for the same amount. 


The British have balked at all talk of de- 
valuation. The feeling is that the London 
Government is standing too much on tradi- 
tion, although there are certain obvious rea- 
sons why they are resisting devaluation. For 
one thing, if the British should reduce the 
value of the pound by 25 percent, say, that 
would mean they would have to pay 25 per- 
cent more, in terms of dollars, for the goods 
they need to purchase from us. 

It might be better to have it that way, how- 
ever, than to allow trade to stagnate between the 
two countries. Certainly Americans are not going 
to buy British goods if they are priced higher 
than our own comparable products. On the other 
hand, a proper devaluation of the pound might 
stimulate greater American purchases of British 
goods appearing at a bargain. 

None of our officials, including Secretary of 
the Treasury Snyder who will head the American 
group taking part in the conferences, is prepared 
to argue that devaluation of the pound offers 
some magic by which British economic problems 
may be solved. But the opinion seems to be 
unanimous among American experts that the Brit- 
ish cannot hope to improve their competitive posi- 
tion so long as the pound remains pegged at $4.03.

Families which have come to town and 
whose parents have no skills save those used on a tenant farm, find 
children who were a help on the farm to be a constant, demanding 
liability in the city. Their wages for semi-skilled labor won't pay 
the bills. 

More and more of them are simply walking away from them 
and solving it in that fashion. It costs about $35 per month per

Would it be socialistic to set up subsistence type farms on which 


such families could live while their unskilled breadearners worked | 


at wages paid for unskilled work, even though such a plan costs 
less than keeping them in institutions? This may not work, either, 
but the point is we must be thinking about something which will. 

And abandoned children are but one of the growing welfare 
problems as machinery and grass push off the farms the people who 
used to pick cotton, chop cotton, follow mules, feed mules, stack 
peanuts, shake peanuts. and do the thousands of hand jobs machines 
now do. You don’t plow pastures. And milking machines allow 
mighty few men to run a dairy. 

Government spending on welfare measures comes because of 
pressure. ° 

We are not yet touching the basic reason for that production 
with our present concept of welfare measures.

than any other part of the Nation.

| From the status of the Nation’s “economic problem No. 1” the 
| South has developed into the nation’s No. 1 opportunity in many fields. Proof of this statement is af- 
One of the most rapid developments has been made in pulp and paper mills. 


According to an article in The Manufacturers’ Record written by L. D. Farrar, properties set aside 
for the paper and pulp industry in the South today are valued at more than a billion dollars. 


The development of the pulp and paper in- 
dustry nas contributed to many other industries 
in this section. It has afforded employment for 
thousands of workers and has brought new wealth 
to many more. Owners of timber lands have 
seen their properties increase in value and many 
landowners and farmers have found a new source 
of cash income. 

While I! realize that statistics often make 
rather dry reading, I believe that some figures 
in connection with this rapidly growing“industry 
will be of interest. Mill capacity in the pulp and 
paper industry in the South has grown from 3,000 
tons a day with an investment of $105,000,000 in 
1933 to a current productive capacity of 19,500 
tons per day with a capital investment of $624.,- 
000,000. Also in 1933 sales from all paper mulls 


_ in the South amounted to $85,000,000 and in 1948 


sales had shut up to $822,000,000, an increase of 
nearly 10 times. In this same 15-year period men 
employed in the woods and mills increased from 
18,000 to 128,000 and the pay rolls rose from $10,- 
000,000 to $190,000,000. 

These are startling figures They can be 
matched, however, by some other industries in

that the South is “destined to become the richest 
pulp and paper region on the face of the earth, 
supplying not only a major share of the needs 
of our nation, but also an important part of the 
world’s needs.” 


Thus far the growth of the industry has 
largely been in the production of pulp and in 
kraft paper. Now, however, there are indi- 
cations that the production ef newsprint is 
going to move ahead. One newsprint mill 
has been in operation in Texas for several 
years and it is being enlarged. Another mill 
is under construction in Alabama. 

The Valdosta area is in the heart of this 
rapidly growing industry. With hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres of pine timber already available 
and other acres ready for the production of mil- 
lions more trees, there is afforded in this section 
a vast supply of raw materials that can be utilized 
in the production of pulp and paper. 

The future for this industry is bright and the 
South can look forward with confidence to its 
even greater expansion.

Not So Easy 


Editor Constitution: There has been some con- 
troversy regarding requirements for admittance to 
the Georgia Bar. It has been stated that Geor 
gia’s legal requirements for becoming a lawyer 
are so easy that they are. laughable. 

I wish to point out the facts. In order for the 
applicant to take the examination, he must file 
a petition with the clerk of the superior court, 
and also be recommended by two members of 
the bar. He also must answer many questions 
that are submitted in a form by the clerk of the 
superior court. In addition he also must be 
fingerprinted and answer other questions. After 
the petition is submitted the applicant is investi- 
gated by a reputable lawyer appointed by the 
court. The fee is $15, and not $25 as has been 
stated. 

One must also have a working knowledge of 
the Code of Georgia and also the common law as 
stated by Blackstone. One must also have a 
knowledge of the various subjects of law—con- 
tracts, agency, torts, criminal law, real property, 
practice and pleading, evidence, constitutional 
law. The questions given on the bar examination 
cover all points of the Code of Georgia. The ques- 
tions are 50 in number and from my own experi- 
ence are not easy by any means. 

Upon investigation it will be found that over 
two thirds that take the examination have an 
LL.B and also have attended good schools. It 
will also be found that about one third pass the 
bar examination on their first try. I have met 
graduates who attended Mercer, Georgia and 
Emory who failed on their first attempt to pass 
the bar examination. As a matter of fact I have 
met many who have tried from three to four 
attempts in passing the bar examination. 

We will also find that veterans who served in 
the Armed Forces during World Wars I and II 
are allowed five points on their examination. It is 
my opinion that bar examination now given to 
the applicants is fair and just and those who are 
able to pass it have a very good knowledge o 
the law. 

If all people would study the law, we would 
have less crime and a better civilization. I¢ 
would improve our civic and social values many 
ways. Many people study law to know their 
rights and to protect their interests.

His Majesty’s Government is in such a hole for spending money, as you may have gathered from 
reading the profound dispatches about the tripartite monetary discussions, that the experts them- 


selves are on short rations. 

Sir Stafford, the Chancellor of the Exchequer; 
Ernest Bevin, the Foreign Minister, and the other 
top men of the British delegation are allowed $10 
per day for living expenses in Washington. 
They’ve brought with ’em about 50 bright young 
men as advisers, specialists, and foreign exchange 
experts and these unfortunates are supposed to 
exist in perhaps America’s most expensive city 
on’$6 a day. 

They have been instructed to stay out of the 
fancy hotels, where one good meal easily could 
cost $6, and do their eating at what the British 
eall snack bars (meaning drugstore lunch coun- 
ters) and cafeterias. 


This problem isn’t so tough for Sir Staf.- 
ford, whose favorite dish is scrambled eggs 
(40 cents) and cottage cheese (15 cents per 
portion). He and the other top-flighters will 
be invited out 2 good deal, anyhow, and will 
be confronted with large buffets of free ham 
and roast turkey. Their helpers, I’m afraid, 
will do most of their eating at the State De- 
partment Cafeteria. The food’s not bad and 
the room is pleasant enough, but I’ve never 
eaten there yet without leaving hungry.

Consistently, this process could be followed 
throughout: the United States. That is the 
“democratic process.” It is Dave Dubinsky’s 


way. 


Moreover, this is a retroactive action. Dubin- 
sky condemned retroactive laws when they were 
being improvised in Germany by Adolf Hitler. 
So did I. I still do, but Dubinsky now discloses 
that it wasn’t the inherent wrongness that he 
rejected but just certain particulars of its opera- 
tion. This seemingly trivial fault to which Luce 
gives inferential indorsement is, like the atom 
bomb, dangerous beyond exaggeration. After a 
subject of Fuehrer Dave Dubinsky has slaved 
hundreds of days at mean wages and earned 
money for “vacation,” Dubinsky can put through 
a retroactive “resolution” to grab a third of it 
for his own advantage. If the worker refuses to 
give up the day’s pay he forfeits his earned “vaca- 
tion” money entirely. As Dubinsky widens his 
political power to embrace millions of citizens by 
swinging the election of a President, this prece- 
dent could be invoked to confiscate savings, in- 
vestments and home properties. On the basis of 
any performances, that is what Dubinsky could 

e expected to do. After all, he is a Continental 
European Socialist. They did it in Great Britain. 


But the fundamental ignorance of unionism is 
more dangerous than artful mocking. It is worse 
that we have editors who forget, or never learned, 
that the great power’of numbers was developed 
by a campaign of wild, terroristic insurrection. It 
was a conquest by force. The people expressed 
no desire to join. On the contrary, the most vio- 
lent “strikes” were not strikes against manage- 
ment but organized persecutions of workers who 
were trying to keep out of the power of John L.

Lewis, Philip Murray and the Communist goons. 
They barricaded themselves inside the plants and 
stood siege to remain free.

policemen. 

The story was the same in all the “organizing 
strikes.” The terror was directed at the workers. 
Their homes were defiled. Filth unspeakable was 
thrown through the windows onto their beds at 
night. Lewis, Murray and their goons in the field 
were dragooning captives exactly as Hitler com- 
pelled unorganized Germans to join his Nazi 
party. If the Roosevelt government had not 
helped the criminals, the CIO never would have 
acquired its great power. It was an awful thing 
to do to a free people, but Roosevelt went over 
our reason in those days. Very few editors ever 
have admitted to themselves the infamy of this 
subjugation. The guiltiest of the New Dealers 
and the ignorant young ones cry down the truth 
as “labor baiting.” But unionism is the real 


enemy. 


In those days great stress was heard on 
the term “bargaining agents of their own 
choice.” It always was a fraud, but now 
even the pretense has been abandoned. Mur- 
ray dictates the political beliefs of subordi- 
nate union bosses. If they seem to him to be 
Communists, he revokes their “jurisdiction” 
and their faceless subjects are “awarded” to 
some other outfit. They have no “choice” of 
bargaining agents now. They had no choice 
when they were being rounded up by goons 
with clubs, razor blades set in the staffs of 
picket signs, and horrible acts against women. 


The press has given up the protest. The 
workers have lost individuality. , The people have 
only a vague ignorance of the history and nature 
of unionism. But all this can never reconcile 
this evil with the letter and spirit of the Ameri- 
can concept. This is the European way. Dubin- 
sky knows the common man better than most of 
us do and he shows little respect for him. I de- 
tect the same contempt in much of our press.

For instance, Col. and Mrs. Holly— Gay 
he’s our Military Attache in Holland—gave a most bril- 
liant dinner in Wassenaar, suburb of The Hague, honoring 
Dr. Herman Baruch, American Ambassador, who, much to 
the regret of Americans living in Holland, and the Dutch, 
was leaving his post for other duties. 


In Goodtimes. Max and ? left 


Brussels at 3 o’clock and arrived - 


at the Hotel Terminus, The 


Hague, shortly before six. No 


visa necessary to go into Hol- 
land, your passport will do. 
Roads in Belgium are spotty 
—stretches of two-lane high- 
ways smooth and for swift go- 
ing; then miles which recalled 
to your mind the name of Am- 
sterdam’s most famous square 
—“DAM.” The Royal Palace is 
on this square and it got its 
name because it is the dam 
built on the Amste! River. But 
when you arrive in the flat 
country of Holland it is like 
driving in Florida. You can 
see straight ahead for .miles 
and the roads are marvelous. 
Like those exhibited at the 
New York Worlc’s Fair—high- 
ways like the one now being 
constructed in Atlanta. 


Gas in Holland is about three- 
fourths the price of gas in Bel- 
gium—big tax on it in this coun- 
try. But beer is dear in the wind- 
mill land, while the national 
beverage Geneva (gin) is less 
than half the price in Belgium 
for here again is a source of rev- 
enue for the Belgians. I mention 
these ‘facts because they are 
barriers to progress of Benelux 
(economic union of Belgium, 
Netherlands. Luxembourg). For 
if there were no borders, no 
duties and the peer prices stayed 
up in Holland and down in Bel- 
gium you can imagine what 
what would happen to the Dutch 
brewers—and so on. 

Amsterdam is the capital of 
Holland, but the residence of 
the Queen and the seat of gov: 
ernment is The Hague. The Ho- 
tel Terminus here pleased us. 
Modern comforts plus old: 
fashioned politeness. The clerk 
at the desk even insisted on lick- 
ing the stamps and sticking ‘em 
on the pile of postcards I was 
sending Constitution readers 
filling requests. (If you want a 
Dutch stamp let me know ) 

The Hollys live in a thatched 
roof house with windows giving 
on a garden of coo! greens and 
gay flowers. The house is fil led 


with antiques. Holland is good 
for such shopping. Max and I 
bought Seventeenth century 
delft tiles featuring birds in col- 
ors softened by age and made 
with an art now forgotten. The 
more they were chipped and the 
more they were worn the higher 
the price! Americans then would 
believe they were old. These 
tiles have been salvaged from 
ancient houses destroyed during

Newly elected menmmers of the 
Traffic Education and Enforce- 
ment Committee of the Greater 
Atlanta Traffic Improvement As- 
sociation will be organized at a 
6:30 p. m. dinner meeting Thurs- 
day at the YMCA. 

The meeting will be conducted 
by Lon Sullivan and Dr. Raymond 
R. Paty, co-chairmen of the edu- 
cational division of the traffic as- 
sociation. Committee members 
were selected for leadership and 
geographic representation through- 
out the metropolitan area. 

An executive committee will be 
formed from the group to direct 
the carrying out of a proposed pro- 
gram on adult traffic education 
and enforcement. The program 
was prepared under the auspices 
of some 45 civic and business or- 
ganizations co-operating with the 
traffic association. 7 

The provisions which the Edu- 
cation and Enforcement Commit- 
tee will consider are aimed at a 
three-fold accomplishment. 

They seek to acquaint the public 
with traffic regulations and traffic 
behavior: to secure public accept- 
ance and support for an overall 
program to improve traffic con- 
ditions, and provide public sup- 
port for traffic courts and police 
in fully and properly discharging 
their duties in enforcing traffic 
regulations.

‘the Seaboard Air Line Railroad. 

Located near Howell Mill Road, 
the new station replaces facilities 
now used by the road on Spring 
Street.
